. Women in War 


One of the most interesting aspects of 
the present war is the part that is being 
played in the struggle by the women. 
During the last war women, almost for 
the first time in history, took a fairly 
active part in the national effort, not only 
in Great Britain, but also in Germany. 
The British led the way in respect of 
uniformed women, who proved to be of 
valuable service to the fighting forces; 
but in all the belligerent countries 
women, young and old, came out of their 
sheltered homes into the public arena 
and helped to shoulder the burden 
normally borne by the men. It is true 
that all women were not equally helpful. 
There were those embittered females 
whose idea of active patriotism was to 
present able-bodied young men with white 
feathers; but, on the whole, the women 
of every country played their part quietly 
and well, whether as nurses in the field 
or as omnibus conductors in the streets 
of Europe’s cities. This war is entirely 
different from the last. Particularly. in 
the case of Great Britain, the whole con- 
ception of warfare has changed. For 
centuries the British people had been able 
to live in peace and quietude in their 
little island, “bound in with the 
triumphant sea.’’ Wars had been fought 
from time to time, but they always were 
abroad. Britain’s integrity never was 
challenged, and, while her soldiers fought 
on every continent, the people at home 
always were able to regard war in a 
detached way—as something remote from 
their own experience. To-day all that 
has been changed. Great Britain no 
longer is an island in the former sense 
of the term. The development of tho 
internal combustion engine and the rapid 
advances that have been made in the 
science of flying have brought London 
within a few minutes from the north coast 
of France, which is in German hands. 
There no longer is such a thing as a 
front line. Liverpool or Glasgow is in as 
much danger as one of the Cinque Ports, 
and-a child playing in the streets of a 
Lancashire cotton town may be killed just 
as readily as a soldier in the Brigade of 
Guards. Mutatis mutandis, this condition 
of affairs also applies to other countries 
that are involved in the present war ; but 
the position of Great Britain is unique in 
view of the insular immunity which the 
British people have enjoyed for so long. 
The women of England are being required 
to face perils and to undergo hardships 
which never previously have fallen to the 
lot of their sex. Nobody who listened on 
Sunday night to the broadcast by Mr. 
J. B. Priestley can fail to have been im- 
pressed by his description of the way in 
which hundreds of thousands of London 
women, rich and poor, old and young, are 
going about théir daily rounds in spite of 
the most appalling difficulties. In the 
case of men the situation is different. 
War, after all, is a man’s game; but 
since the Blitzkrieg started in Great 
Britain the heroism of the women has been 
remarkable. Night after night sleep has 
been impossible. Men, women and 
‘children alike have been forced to spend 
weary hours in air raid shelters; yet, on 
the following morning, as Mr. Priestley

A new social order should be ready on a 
working basis to back up the idealists when 
they come to make their stand, and not let 
them fall at th post—‘‘like Woodrow 
Wilson ’’—because they were alone and un-

German Air Ranks 


So many me seem to have been dis.

rank titles in the German Air Force and 
their equivalents in the R.A.F.. that | 
searched out a new book on the subject 
which appeared recently. 

A Leutenant is the same as a British 
pilot officer, and an Oberleutenant the 
same as a flying officer. A Hauptmann is 
a captain, or flight-lieutenant, and a Major 
is the equivalent to a British squadron- 
leader. Prior to the adoption of R.A F. 
ranks towards the end of 1918, a British 
squadron-leader was a major and a flicht- 
lieutenant was a captain. : 

A German Oberstleutenant is the same 
as a wing commander. An Oberst corre- 
sponds to a group captain, a Generalmajor 
to an air vice-marshal, a Generalleutenani 
to an air marshal, a Generaloberst to an 
air chief marshal, and a Generalfeld- 
marshal to the marshal of the Air Force.

A correspondent writes :— 

With reference to the mention of the 
word ‘‘ Blighty ” in the first paragraph of 
Irishman’s. Diary in the Irish Times, 
may I be allowed to explain how England 
came to be called Blighty ? | 

The word Blighty is the British soldier’s 
pronunciation of the word '' Vilayeti,” 
which is made up of the root word 
“ Vilayet ” (meaning originally a Turkish 
province) and the locative “i.” 

The word “ Vilayet’’ has come down 
through the Arabic into many Indian 
vernaculars, and in the mouths of 
Britishers means “the home-land.’’ A 
Britisher saying he was going “‘ vilayeti ” 
would be perfectly well understood as 
meaning he was going to England, or 
Scotland, or Ireland. 

In some Indian languages the initial 
“V ” becomes ‘ B,” and so the pronun- 
ciation ‘‘ Blighty ” is not very far wrong. 

In India, however, full value is given to 
every syllable of the word, and. the 
soldier’s hurried pronunciation of the 
four-syllabled word ‘‘ Vi-la-yet-i ’’ gives it 
a sort of happy facetiousness that is 
characteristic of the British (or Irish) 
soldier.

HITS ON ALUMINIUM 
WORKS

ANC the important military 
objectives. attacked by British 
bombers during Sunday night and 
early yesterday were the aluminium 
works at lLauta, north-east of 
Dresden, and about 100 miles south- 
east of Berlin. 

Ihe following British Air Ministry com- 
munique was issued yesterday :— 

““Our aircraft all returned safely from wide- 
spread operations in Germany, Holland, Bel- 
gium and France, which were carried out suc- 
cessfully during last night (Sunday) and the 
early hours of this morning. 

“The important aluminium works at Lauta, 
north-east of Dresden, were bombed, and fires 
broke out. Railways in this neighbourhood 
were attacked at several points; and near 
Dresden hits were scored on a supply train. 

‘Strong forces of bombers also attacked 
docks, harbours and shipping at the enemy- 
occupied ports of Flushing, Antwerp, Dun- 
kirk, Ostend, Zeebrugge, Calais, Le Havre, 
Harfleur and Brest. 


ATTACKS DESCRIBED 


*‘German-held Channel ports were once 
again the main objectives of Sunday night’s 
operations by the Royal Air Force, but at 
the same time some of the bomber aircraft 
penetrated deep into Germany to attack the 
large aluminium works at Lauta, about a 
hundred miles south-east of Berlin. 

_** Thick clouds, state the British Air 
Ministry News Service, hid this target for 
much of the time, but most of the pilots 
were able to drop their bombs, although it 
was often difficult to determine the full re- 
sults. One pilot, attacking through a gap in 
the clouds, saw several fires soon after he had 
dropped two sticks of high explosive bombs. 

‘Another pilot, taking advantage of the 
Same gap, «reported ‘hat he could see the 
glare of a big fire through the clouds fifteen 


}minutes after he had left the target area. 


‘The railway serving the works was also 
bombed. One of the attackers, hampered by 
cloud and unabie to find his primary objec- 
tive, bombed tle railway junction at Torgau 
instead. 

“Four fires,’ the pilot reported, ‘broke 
out. Railway sidings near Dresden were 
also attacked and a goods train hit.’ 


STRONG GERMAN DEFENCE 


‘‘In an attempt to escape the full force 
of the Royal Air ‘Force nightly: attacks on 
the Channel ports and to lessen the amount 
of damage being done to docks and shipping 
and to equipment, the Germans have recently 
strengthened their defences. Shells from 
coastal guns followed some of the bombers 
out to sea for two miles on Sunday. 

‘“In most of the .aids the pilots attacked 
independently, but in quick succession. One 
pilot who had Ostend as his objective re- 
ported that visibility was almost perfect. 

‘“* Soon after we had left the English coast 
we could see fires along the distant coast- 
line,’ he said. ‘ Very soon the whole coast 
from Calais toward’ Flushing could be seen 
lit up like the front at Blackpool.’ 


AMMUNITION DUMP HIT 


“Following, a tremendous explosion at 
Ostend an observer reported that even from 
8,000 feet débris could be seen flying high 
into the air.
